“If we are to strengthen’ the 
home through education, the cen- 
tral job is to give home prestige 
in the eyes of the students.” 

The prestige of the home can 
only be built, Dr. White continued, 
by: 

Having more married teachers; 
building the spirit of education 
around family rather than only on 
personal development and careers; 
development of sex education and 
generally by making ‘education 
family-minded as it is not at 
present”. 

Dr. Dorothy Nyswander, pro- 
fessor of health education, Uni- 
ersity of California, following in 
the program, told the delegates 
parents were-guilty of neglecting 
their duties as citizens.

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SALARY SCHEDULE BROUGHT 
‘RIFT’ TO SHARPER FOCUS

committee which is to administer the salary plan. Trustee 
Lowell Bartlett, who suggesied both amendments, called for 
increasing the committee from nine to 11, with the additional 
being two board members. The original plan recommended 
by the. salary committee provided for only one trustee and 
he wag to be only on an ex-officio basis. 


PERSONAL 

-As the committee makeup now stands it will consist of 
the .superintendent, college director, high school principal, 
three college teachers, three high school teachers and two 
members of the board. Also at least eight must vote for a 
measure before it can be officially passed. What this does 
is. of course, obvious. The six faculty members can not 
without’ winning over at least two from the administration 
or board itself make any decisions that would be binding. 
In other words, while it doesn’t return power over salaries 
entirely to the administration, at the same time it prevents 
the teachers alone from having full control. 

‘On the matter of establishing a workable rating and 
merit system, many teachers feel that this is not possible 
although they are perfectly agreeable for a study to be 
made.

From our own observation, we have noticed that nearly 
every Chaffey teacher very definitely was in favor of the 
salary schedule. A vote taken by the salary committee con- 
firmed this fact in no uncertain terms and it became appar- 
ent to board members that unless it was passed in some 
form the “morale” of the teachers at Chaffey would be 
seriously impaired. In other words, whether all of us may 
agree with the principle of a salary schedule or not, the 
fact remains that it is the “coming thing’ and most educa- 
tors have accepted it. 

There has been the charge in some quarters that ‘“union- 
ization” has hit our schools because of the adoption of the 
salary schedule and that it is a step in the wrong direction. 
However, the teachers and their supporters are quick to 
peint out teaching is a profession and should be treated as 
such. It should not be looked upon as a labor commodity 
which would be the case, they add, if salaries were left 
on a “wide open” basis. Some of them have. indicated 
that to leave the control of salaries entirely in the hands of 
the administration makes it possible to bid one teacher 
against the other, with the job going, not always to the most 
competent, but to the one who will accept the lowest salary. 
This, they contend, does not make for better teaching and 
for the attainment of the.goal—which is one thing apparently 
everybody seems to be agreed: upon—to make Chaffey the 
best educational institution of its kind in the country. 


CAN CHANGE IT 
One further point should be made in order to clarify 
further the salary schedule which goes into effect next fall. 
The board can at any time after a year amend it or abolish 
it completely, if it so desires. In other words, as the county 


counsel has ruled, the action of this board on salaries is not | 


binding on future ones. So, the argument that a definite 
salary plan would obligate the district in the years to come 
does not necessarily hold true. The board asked for verifi- 
| cation of this before giving its approval. 

The: teachers are now satisfied with the salary schedule 
as passed by the Chaffey board of education and all should 
be seemingly well with the “Chaffey Situation.” But, un- 
fortunately, for the district and‘the school, the firm opposition 
of the superintendent from the start has not been conducive 
to very good feeling.
